Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Amoroso telephoned the Examiner to discuss amendments to 
claims 1 and 13, in particular, which might obviate the art rejection over U.S. Patent No. 6,579,856, as evidenced by 
van Dam et al. and Bhoumik et al. It was suggested that amending the claims to include a limitation that the "inhibitory 
N-terminal fragment of ATF2" comprise a specific amino acid sequence by referencing a sequence identication number 
might obviate this rejection, since the dominant negative mutant taught by the prior art comprises mutations in the 
region of ATF2 that spans from the amino acid at position 50 to the amino acid at position 100. The Examiner agreed 
to carefully consider the merit of such an amendment and to telephone Dr. Amoroso to further discuss additional 
changes, if need be, in order to expedite continued prosecution.. 
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
